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MARKET  REVIEW 

Inventories  of  raw  and  refined  sugar  reported  on  hand  "by  all  primary 
distributors  on  May  31,  1975  totaled  2,28^,000  short  tons,  raw  value, 
according  to  preliminary  reports.    This  was  238,000  tons  less  than  a 
month  earlier,  but  2^9,000  tons  more  than  at  the  end  of  May  last  year. 
Beet  processors'  stocks  of  1,209,000  tons  were  down  108,000  tons  from 
the  end  of  April,  but  up  85,000  tons  from  the  end  of  May  last  year. 

Cane  sugar  refiners'  total  stocks  on  May  31,  1975  were  750,000  tons, 
18,000  tons  less  than  on  April  30.    Although  their  stocks  of  refined 
sugar  increased  10,000  tons  during  May,  their  raw  sugar  stocks  decreased 
28,000  tons  resulting  in  a  net  decrease  in  their  stocks  for  the  month. 
The  stocks  of  mainland  cane  processors  were  325,000  tons  at  the  end  of 
May,  a  decrease  of  112,000  tons  from  the  preceding  month,  but  62,000 
tons  more  than  on  May  31,  197^- • 

As  a  result  of  lower  sugar  prices ,  the  demand  for  refined  sugar  has 
gained  strength.    Deliveries  during  the  first  two  weeks  of  June  totaled 
4^-0,000  tons,  raw  value,  which  was  only  3*5  percent  below  the  V?6,000 
tons  delivered  during  the  same  period  last  year. 

According  to  preliminary  reports,  distribution  through  June  lh,  1975, 
totaled  3,8^5,000  short  tons  compared  with  5,136,000  tons  and  ^,915,000 
tons,  respectively,  delivered  through  the  same  periods  in  197^-  and  1973. 
However,  at  year-end  197^-  there  were  8,000  tons  of  sugar  constructively 
delivered,  i.e.,  sugar  sold  and  charged  to  quotas  in  December  but 
physically  delivered  in  January  and  February  of  the  following  year. 
Constructive  deliveries  totaled  6,000  tons  in  1973  and  130,000  tons  in 
1972.    Therefore,  physical  deliveries  through  June  1^,  1975  totaled 
3,853,000  tons  compared  with  5,1^,000  tons  and  5,0^5,000  tons, 
respectively,  through  June  lh,  197h  and  1973- 

Deliveries  of  refined  sugar  by  states  of  destination  totaled  ^7,55^,000 
hundredweight  during  the  first  four  months  of  1975.    This  was  a  decrease 
of  30. k  percent  from  the  same  period  last  year,  with  decreases  occurring 
in  all  five  of  the  geographical  regions .    Reported  deliveries  in  the 
New  England  region  were  down  the  most — 36. 0  percent,  followed  by 
decreases  of  3^.2  percent  for  the  West,  33.6  percent  for  the  North 
Central,  32.9  percent  for  the  Mid-Atlantic  and  28.7  percent  for  the 
South . 

During  January-April  1975,  reported  deliveries  of  refined  sugar  decreased 
more  than  500,000  hundredweight  in  13  states  as  compared  with  the  same 
months  last  year,  and  six  of  these  states  had  decreases  of  more  than 
1,000,000  hundredweight.     Illinois  had  the  largest  decrease— 2,665,000 
hundredweight,  followed  by  decreases  of  1,7^0,000  in  California, 
1,608,000  in  Pennsylvania,  1,59^,000  in  New  York,  1,196,000  in  New  Jersey 
and  1,153,000  in  Ohio. 
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In  the  first  quarter  of  1975?  2.6  percent  of  total  deliveries,  or  ft 
8*4-9,000  hundredweight  of  sugar,  was  delivered  without  "being  identified 

as  to  the  type  of  buyer,  destination  of  delivery,  type  of  sugar  (liquid  4« 

or  granular),  or  type  of  package  ("bulk,  50  pound  and  over  or  less  than  w 

50  pounds).    Therefore,  sugar  deliveries  during  the  first  quarter  of  1! 
1975  as  discussed  in  the  following  paragraphs  will  represent  only  97«*+ 
percent  of  total  deliveries.

Reported  deliveries  of  refined  sugar  "by  types  of  buyers  during  the  first  ! 

quarter  of  1975  were  down  36.9  percent  to  industrial  users  as  a  group,  1 

as  compared  to  the  first  quarter  of  197*+,  while  deliveries  of  sugar  for  s 

consumption  in  homes  and  institutions  decreased  k-2.0  percent.    All  of  t 

the  seven  industrial  type  users  received  less  sugar  during  the  1975  1 


quarter.    Deliveries  for  use  in  non-food  products,  a  relatively  minor 
industrial  use,  decreased  the  most,  53.5  percent,  followed  by  canners 
down  51.*+  percent,  confectionery  and  related  products  down  kh.k  percent, 
ice  cream  and  dairy  products  down  *+1.9  percent,  bakery,  cereals  and 
allied  products  down  36.2  percent,  multiple  unclassified  food  uses  down 
29.I  percent  and  beverages  down  27.5  percent. 

Deliveries  to  non- industrial  type  users  during  the  first  quarter  of 
1975  were  down  in  all  four  of  the  categories,  as  compared  with  the  same 
quarter  of  197*+.    Deliveries  to  wholesale  grocers,  jobbers  and  sugar 
dealers  were  down  the  most,  *+5.3  percent,  followed  by  retail  grocers, 
including  chain  stores  and  super  markets  down  39*9  percent,  hotels, 
restaurants  and  institutions  down  28.1  percent  and  unclassified  uses, 
including  deliveries  to  Government  agencies,  relatively  minor  category,  f 
down  17.1+  percent.  1

Deliveries  of  bulk  granulated  sugar,  both  beet  and  cane,  by  primary  y 
distributors  during  the  first  quarter  of  1975?  were  32.7  percent  below  p 
those  of  the  first  quarter  of  197*+.  Deliveries  of  bulk  cane  sugar,  p 
which  accounted  for  66  percent  of  all  bulk  sugar  deliveries  during  the 
1975  period,  decreased  30.1  percent  while  deliveries  of  bulk  beet  sugar  ft 
declined  37.2  percent.  ci 

Deliveries  of  liquid  sugar,  both  beet  and  cane,  during  January-March 

1975?  were  down  3*+.l  percent  as  compared  with  the  same  quarter  of  197*+.  fl 

Deliveries  of  liquid  cane  sugar  which  accounted  for  78  percent  of  all  | 

liquid  sugar  deliveries  during  the  1975  period  were  down  35.7  percent  pe 

while  deliveries  of  liquid  beet  sugar  declined  27.5  percent.  of

Deliveries  of  cane  and  beet  sugar  in  consumer- size  packages  (less  than 
50  pounds)  were  *+*+.5  percent  lower  during  the  first  quarter  of  1975  than  ^ 
during  the  comparable  quarter  of  197*+ •  Deliveries  of  cane  sugar  in  cei 
consumer-size  packages,  which  in  the  1975  quarter  accounted  for  8*+  per-  1  Qij 
cent  of  all  consumer- size  packages  reported  delivered  during  the  period,  '  ^ 
decreased  *+3«9  percent  while  similarly  packaged  beet  sugar  deliveries 
decreased  *+7.5  percent. 
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The  first  quarter  1975  deliveries  of  industrial  and  institutional 
packages  (granulated  sugar  50  pounds  or  more) ,  both  "beet  and  cane, 
decreased  37.5  percent  as  compared  with  the  same  quarter  of  197^-.  Cane 
sugar,  which  comprised  56  percent  of  total  reported  deliveries  in  the 
1975  quarter,  decreased  55.9  percent  while  deliveries  of  "beet  sugar 
similarly  packaged  increased  31.8  percent. 

The  Domestic  Bulk  Sugar  Contract  No.  10  of  the  New  York  Coffee  and  Sugar 
Exchange  expired  on  June  17,  1975  and  is  replaced  by  the  No.  12  Contract 
which  started  trading  on  October  1,  197^-.    The  spot  quotation  for  raw 
sugar,  duty  paid  and  delivered  to  New  York  (Contracts  No.  10  and  No.  12) 
averaged  19.27  cents  per  pound  during  May,  down  from  26. 07  cents  in 
April  and  down  l6  percent  from  23.05  cents  in  May  of  last  year. 

The  domestic  spot  price  was  16.85  cents  on  June  2  and  gained  strength 
to  19.05  cents  on  June  9.    The  price  then  fell  sharply  and  on  June  18 
the  price  quotation  was  down  to  lk.25  cents.    On  June  19  and  20  the  spot 
price  was  up  to  lh.35  cents,  and  for  the  period  June  2-20  it  averaged 
16.23  cents,  as  compared  with  26.23  cents  for  the  same  period  last  year. 

The  spot  price  for  world  bulk  raw  sugar  (No.  11  Contract  of  the  New  York 
Coffee  and  Sugar  Exchange),  f.o.b.,  and  stowed  at  Greater  Caribbean  ports, 
averaged  17.38  cents  per  pound  during  May.    This  is  down  from  2k. 0G 
cents  in  April,  and  27  percent  below  the  May  197^-  average  of  23.65  cents. 

The  world  spot  price  dropped  to  l^-.75  cents  on  June  2.    This  was  the 
first  time  since  January  11,  197^+  that  the  world  price  has  been  below 
15.00  cents.    The  price  was  back  above  15.00  cents  on  June  3  and  by 
June  9  it  "was  up  to  16.75  cents.    It  then  started  to  drop  again,  and 
was  down  to  12.15  cents  on  June  18.    For  the  period  June  2-20,  the  world 
price  averaged  1^.07  cents,  as  compared  with  2k. 07  cents  for  the  same 
period  last  year. 

During  the  period  under  review,  wholesale  refined  sugar  price  quotations 
continued  to  fall,  reflecting  decreases  in  raw  sugar  prices.  Decreases 
were  announced  by  sellers  in  all  pricing  regions. 

The  quoted  price  for  industrial  cane  sugar  sold  at  wholesale  in  the 
Northeast,  Southeast,  Gulf  and  Chicago-West  regions  was  reduced  6.10  cents 
per  pound  to  27.00  cents  effective  May  28,  1975.    A  new  price  quotation 
of  2^.00  cents  was  announced  effective  June  17,  and  in  the  Southeast, 
some  sellers  announced  a  price  of  22. kO  cents  effective  June  13. 

The  quoted  wholesale  price  for  refined  beet  sugar  was  reduced  to  21.85 
cents  per  pound  for  100-pound  bags  effective  June  2,  in  the  Eastern  and 
Chicago-West  regions,  another  reduction  of  2.50  cents  on  June  23  made 
the  price  19.35  cents. 
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In  the  Pacific  Coast  and  Intemountain  Northwest  regions,  the  quoted 
wholesale  price  for  100-pound  bags  of  both  beet  and  cane  sugar  was 
reduced  to  22.35  cents  per  pound  on  June  2  and  on  June  23  it  was 
reduced  to  19.85  cents. 

Shown  below  are  the  price  quotations  on  June  2k,  1975,  for  refined  sugar 
sold  at  wholesale  in  100-pound  bags  and  in  bulk,  by  regions.  Significant 
variations  of  actual  price  from  the  quoted  price  may  be  found  in  certain 
regions,  reflecting  competitive  discounts.

The  federal  excise  tax  of  .53  cents  per  pound  imposed  on  manufacturers 
of  refined  sugar  expires  on  June  30,  1975.    Several  refiners  have 
announced  that,  at  the  opening  of  business  July  1,  all  prices  will 
decline  .53  cents  per  pound  from  whatever  level  they  may  be  at  that 
time.    This  reduction  is  not  a  regular  price  reduction  but  simply  reflects 
removal  of  the  excise  tax. 

The  U.S.  average  retail  price  for  refined  sugar  sold  in  5-pound  paper 
bags  averaged  36.86  cents  per  pound  in  May,  down  from  Ul.80  cents  in 
April.    This  compares  with  2^.86  cents  per  pound  for  May  of  last  year, 
for  an  increase  of  kS  percent. 


COMMITTEE  ON  AGRICULTURE— U.  S .  HOUSE  OF  REPRESENTATIVES 

ANNOUNCES  HEARINGS  ON  THE  SUGAR  SITUATION 

Washington,  D.C.,  June  k. .. Chairman  Thomas  S.  Foley  of  the  House 
Committee  on  Agriculture  announced  today  that  hearings  will  be  held 
before  the  Full  Committee,  July  1^,  15,  17?  18  and  22  on  the  sugar 
situation,  including  the  possible  need  for  sugar  legislation.  The 
hearings  will  begin  at  10:00  a.m.  each  day  in  Room  1301  Longworth  House 
Office  Building. 
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"I  feel  that  there  has  "been  enough  interest  expressed  in  sugar 
legislation  to  -warrant  these  hearings. 

"We  -will  not  be  considering  specific  proposals,  hut  we  will  be 
hearing  from  all  interested  parties  who  care  to  express  themselves  on 
the  subject. 

"The  Committee  has  no  predrawn  conclusions  as  to  whether  sugar 
legislation  is  desirable  at  this  time,  but  we  wish  to  hear  the  opinions 
of  all  those  affected  by  the  sugar  situation,"  Chairman  Foley  explained. 

The  Sugar  Act  expired  on  December  31?  197^?  after  legislation  to 
extend  it  for  three  years  was  defeated  by  the  House  on  June  5.  The 
sugar  program  provided  import  quotas  to  foreign  countries  which  supply 
about  half  of  the  sugar  consumed  in  the  United  States.     It  also  provided 
a  payment  program  to  domestic  cane  and  beet  producers. 

Chairman  Foley  noted  that  due  to  the  complexity  of  the  subject,  it 
would  be  desirable  to  hear  witnesses  in  groups  on  specific  days  as 
follows : 

Monday,  July  Ik 

Members  of  Congress  and  witnesses  from  the  Administration  including 
the  Departments  of  Agriculture  and  State. 

Tuesday,  July  15 

Sugar  producer  and  processor  groups. 
Thursday,  July  17 

Sugar  industrial  users,  labor  representatives,  and  consumer  groups. 
Friday,  July  18 

Representatives  of  foreign  suppliers. 
Tuesday,  July  22 

Representatives  of  general  farm  organizations,  academic  institutions 
and  any  other  interested  parties. 

Chairman  Foley  indicated  that  witnesses  might  wish  to  address  themselves 
to  the  following: 

1.  Does  the  present  law  offer  adequate  protection  to  domestic 
producers,  sugar  workers  and  the  consuming  public? 

2.  Do  we  need  new  sugar  legislation  to  guarantee  an  adequate  supply 
at  stable  prices  or  for  other  policy  reasons? 

3.  If  a  new  program  would  be  desirable,  how  should  it  differ  from 
the  old  one? 
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In  addition,  witnesses  are  invited  to  discuss  other  relevant  matters 
as  they  may  deem  appropriate ,  such  as : 

What  would  be  the  effect  on  the  U.S.  sugar  market  if  diplomatic  and 
economic  relations  with  Cuba  are  resumed? 

Does  the  absence  of  a  program  subject  the  United  States  to  the 
danger  of  a  cartel  of  foreign  nations  that  produce  sugar — similar  to 
the  oil  suppliers  to  the  United  States? 

What  has  been  the  effect  on  the  prices  of  foods  with  significant 
sugar  content  during  the  recent  decline  in  sugar  prices? 

To  representatives  of  foreign  suppliers — could  the  U.S.  depend  on 
your  client  to  be  reliable  and  stable  sugar  supplier? 

Witnesses  are  asked  to  provide  the  Committee  with  100  copies  of 
their  testimony  at  least  ^8  hours  in  advance  of  their  appearance  before 
the  Committee.    All  witnesses  who  represent  foreign  nations  or  interests 
should  notify  the  Committee  of  that  representation  prior  to  or  at  the 
time  of  presenting  testimony  in  accordance  with  the  Foreign  Agents 
Registration  Act.

1.  May  1975  sugar  deliveries  for  continental  U.S.  consumption, 
857,000  short  tons,  raw  value  (preliminary),  up  48,000  tons  from 
April  1975  but  down  180,000  tons  from  May  1974.     January-May  1975 
deliveries  3,410,000  short  tons,  raw  value  (preliminary),  down 
1,269,000  tons  from  January-May  1974.     Final  data  for  April  1975 
deliveries  809,000  short  tons  —  previously  published  preliminary  as 
785,000  tons. 

2.  Primary  distributors'  stocks  May  31,  1975  were  2,284,000  short 
tons  (preliminary),  up  249,000  tons  from  the  end  of  May  last  year 
but  down  238,000  tons  from  April  30,  1975.     During  May,  refiners' 
stocks  decreased  18,000  tons,  Mainland  Cane  processors'  stocks  de- 
creased 112,000  tons,  beet  processors'  stocks  decreased  108,000 
tons  and  no  stocks  were  reported  for  importers  of  direct  consumption 
sugar. 

3.  January-April  1975  receipts  of  raw  sugar  by  refiners  from  foreign 
sources  totaled  829,000  tons,  raw  value,  compared  with  1,705,000  tons 
received  during  the  same  period  a  year  earlier. 

4.  Regionally,  January-April  1975  deliveries,  as  compared  with  those 
months  of  1974  were  down  in  all  of  the  five  geographical  regions.  The 
decreases  were:     the  New  England  36.0  percent,  the  West  34.2  percent, 
the  North  Central  33.6  percent,  the  Mid- Atlantic  32.9  percent  and  the 
South  28.7  percent. 

5.  First  quarter  1975  deliveries  of  refined  sugar  were  smaller  to 

all  of  the  seven  industrial  user  groups  then  for  the  same  1974  quarter, 
and  also  smaller  to  all  of  the  four  non- industrial  user  groups.  To 
industrial  buyers  the  National  decrease  was  36.9  percent  while  to  non- 
industrial  buyers,  deliveries  decreases  42.0  percent.
